The practice of regu lar, sy s­ 
tematic sav ing is more general than 
ev er before and bankers and others 
who keep a close watch on this con­ 
dition estimate that a mu ch larger 
su m will be sav ed by the people of 
Sey mou r in 19 17 than in any other 
prev iou s y ear. 
Families which nev er 
before practiced sy stematic sav ing 
will do so in the nex t twelv e months 
with the resu lt that by the time an­ 
other y ear rolls arou nd thou sands of 
dollars which wou ld hav e slipped 
away from their owners in needless 
and u seless ex penditu res will be care­ 
fu lly and secu rely tu cked away as 
bank deposits. 
Local people who hav e giv en the 
su bject of sy stematic sav ings parti­ 
cu lar 
attention 
declare 
that 
t he 
Christmas Sav ings Clu b hav e had a 
big influ ence in interesting wage earn­ 
ers and salaried people in “lay ing 
away ” a part of their earnings each 
week. 
The tir>t Christmas Sav ings 
Clu b was organized by the Jackson 
Cou nty Loan & Tru st Company sev ­ 
eral y ears ago and the idea immedi­ 
ately met with the approv al of the 
pu blic. 
Hu ndreds of cards were tak­ 
en ou t and at the end of the first y ear 
the members of the clu b were v ery 
pleasantly su rprised to find how mu ch 
money they had sav ed in that time. 
The deposits were made in small 
amou nts, the members hardly missed 
the weekly pay ments which in the 
aggregate amou nted to considerable. 
Two su ch Christmas Clu bs are now 
being organized this y ear. 
The Jack­ 
son Cou nty Loan & Tru st Company 
is continu ing its clu b and a new one 
has been organized by tin* Sey mou r 
National Bank. 
As soon 
as 
an­ 
nou ncement 
was made 
that 
these 
clu bs were again open for new su b­ 
scribers many persons who were not 
members in the past took ou t new 
cards and made their first pay ments 
with the idea of hav ing a balance by 
the end of the nex t y ear. 
The Christmas Clu bs hqv e been 
beneficial in cu tting down the nu mber 
of credit accou nts du ring the Christ­ 
mas holiday s. 
Members of the clu bs 
hav e waited u ntil they receiv ed their 
checks before making their holiday 
pu rchases with the resu lt that they 
had the ready cash and did not hav e 
to ask the merchants to ex tend credit 
to them. 
They were better satisfied 
with the cash basis plan as they had 
leamed in the past that with ev ery 
credit 
accou nt there is a “day of 
reckoning” and it is u su ally abou t as 
difficu lt to raise the money when the 
bill is presented as it wou ld hav e been 
to pay when the pu rchase was made. 
Thu s the plan of u sing their Christ­ 
mas Clu b money eliminates the “day 
of reckoning.” 
Members of the clu bs hav e fou nd 
that regu lar sav ing of a small amou nt 
each week is a splendid method of 
forging ahead for in a short time 
they hav e a su bstantial amou nt of 
ready capital which can be applied 
to new homes or for other pu rposes 
for the comfort of their families. 
Some of the Christmas Clu b members 
are pay ing ou t the cards with the in­ 
tention of sending their children to 
■college. 
They hav e figu red ou t that 
a small amou nt sav ed each week for 
ten or twelv e y ears will be su fficient 
to giv e their sons or dau ghters a com­ 
plete edu cation. 
In this way they 
are solv ing the big qu estion which 
confronts the av erage family by the 
time the children are gradu ated from 
high school and are ready for col­ 
lege. 
And, the money is sav ed so 
easily they hardly know that they 
are lay ing it away .

law and

The 
act prov ides that the committeemen 
of the township who represent pre­ 
cincts which are wholly or in part 
in the city shall constitu te the city 
committee. 
In the absence of a Re­ 
pu blican city chairman George Peter, 
cou nty chairman, called the organ­ 
ization meeting for 1 o’clock Tu es­ 
day afternoon. 
Silas Schmitt, city 
chairman of 
the 
old organization, 
called the Democratic organization 
meeting at 2 o'clock. 
Both sessions 
will be held in the city bu ilding. 
Under the 
present 
primary law, 
candidates for the v ariou s electiv e 
city offices are requ ired to tile no­ 
tice of their candidates at least thir­ 
ty day s before the primary which 
will be held March <!. 
This means 
that the candidates mu st annou nce 
not later than Febru ary .”>. 
This is 
the fir-t time that the city election 
has been held u nder this law and 
there i- u nu su al interest in the pri­ 
mary and the election plans. 
Prospectiv e 
candidates throu gh­ 
ou t the state hav e raised a protest 
against thL> 
prov ision 
of 
the law 
which requ ires 
the 
primary to be 
held in March. 
They point ou t that 
to hold the primary at that time will 
requ ire the su ccessfu l candidates to 
make a campaign ex tending into the 
ninth month and some of them insist 
that the >alaries do not ju stify a 
campaign of that length. 
Hereto­ 
fore the city cahipaigns here hav e 
not lasted more than a month or 
six ty day s at the most. 
Under tin- 
old law the primaries or nominating 
conv entions were held in September 
or the first of October and the cam­ 
paign. therefore, was brief. 
It is known that an effort will be 
made to hav e the coming legislatu re 
amend the law, especially ¡i> it a f­ 
fects cities of this sizt*. 
It is argu ed 
that iu the larger pla ces, such a s 
Indianapolis, Terre Hau te and Ev ­ 
ansv ille, there is some reason for a 
longer campaign as the people are 
giv en opportu nity 
to 
become ac­ 
qu ainted with 
the 
platforms u pon 
which the candidates will seek su p­ 
port of the v oters, bu t in smaller 
cities the candidates are prominent 
men who are known personally to the 
great majority of the v oters. 
In the 
larger cities the salaries are also 
bigger and 
ju stify the candidates 
waging longer campaigns. 
Howev er if the legislatu re amends 
the present law 
su ch 
action will 
hav e to be taken early in the s e s ­ 
sio n, or a t least before Febru ary nth 
a s that is the last date u pon which 
candidates can file for the primaries. 
It is probable that the change that 
is u rged will be presented to the leg­ 
islatu re early in the session so that 
the matter can be thrashed ou t and 
a later primary date fix ed. 
There is 
a possibility that the law will not be 
changed as it affects cities of the 
first and second classes bu t will be 
altered for 
the smaller mu nicipal­ 
ities.

The brotherhood chiefs held, it was 
said, that fheir men had the right to 
begin drawing wages according to the 
scale provided by* the Adamson law' 
im mediately after the law became ef­ 
fective, 
Irrespective 
of 
the 
suits 
hroueht by the railroads to test its 
validitv. 
A statem ent issued by Elisha Lee, 
chairm an of the conference commit­ 
tee of railroad managers, covered the 
position assumed by the railroads on 
this point. 
The statem ent read»: 
‘ The railroads will aw ait the deci­ 
sion of the suprem e court in the Adam­ 
son law test case. 
By agreem ent with 
the departm ent of justice at W ashing­ 
ton the railroads will keep a record 
from Jan. 1 of the wages of all em ­ 
ployes affected by the Adamson law, 
In order that, if the law is upheld by 
the court the employes will receive 
the extra back pay due them. 
The 
rights of the employes in the interval 
will thus he amply protected. 
“The statem ent has been m ade in 
the press th a t the conference com­ 
m ittee has been aiding in preparing 
a bill to be supported by the railroads 
and th e employes alike, and to be of­ 
fered as a substitute for the legisla­ 
tion proposed by the administration, 
to hold strikes in abeyance until after 
an investigation by a public body. 
The national 
conference '-committee 
has not been a party to such a pro­ 
gram .”
